BOLIVIANS REPORTED TO 
HAVE TAKEN 4 FORTS 


Special Session of League of Na­ 
tions May Be Summoned In 
Case of War 


Asuncion, Paraguay, Dec. 17— 
(# >)—rPartial 
mobilization 
of 
Paraguayan forces has been de­ 
creed. The classes affected are 
those between 18 and 29 years of 
age. They must report for duty 
before tomorrow. Both chambers 
of parliam ent being in recess, 
the decree was read before the 
council of ministers by President 
Guggiari. The action was de­ 
scribed as being considered ne­ 
cessary to provide for defense. 
Before the decree was made 
public, advices from the Para­ 
guayan forces in the border re­ 
gion of Chaco, stated th at Boli­ 
vians had seized four forts, three 
of which were later reoccupied 
by Paraguayan troops. The com­ 
mander said th at six Paraguay­ 
an soldiers had been 
killed in 
the encounter, as well as two 
Bolivian officers, many Bolivian 
soldiers and uniformed Indians* 
The ministry of war also an­ 
nounced in an official bulletin 
that a Bolivian 
airplane had 
dropped four bombs while flying 
over Bahia Negra, none of which 
exploded. Bahia Negra, which is 
also known as Puerto Pacheco, is 
in the disputed territory, about 
350 miles north of Asuncion and 
|h e Paraguay river. 


REPORTS FROM BOLIVIA 
La Paz, Bolivia, Dec. 17—(&)— 
Unofficial advices of the fighting 
in the border district Chaco 
state that more than 100 Para­ 
guayan soldiers have been killed.

Ross W. Morris, who was born 
and reared in the 
New Salem 
neighborhood and is well known 
to many in Rush county, was 
fined $500 and costs by Judge 
Robert C. Baltzell in Federal 
court at Indianapolis Saturday 
and given a sentence 
of two 
years in the federal prison at 
Fort Leavenworth. Morris en­ 
tered a plea of guilty to a charge 
of using the mails to defraud. 
Morris is alleged to have swin­ 
dled canning and packing com­ 
panies all over this part of the 
country out of many thousands 
of dollars. It was said th at he 
engineered a deal in Rush coun­ 
ty 
following the fire at the 
Glenwood 
packing 
company 
plant this year. A government 
investigation disclosed th at he 
had operated as a canned pro­ 
ducts broker under a half dozen 
different firm names. 
His method was to order sev­ 
eral hundred cases of 
mer­ 
chandise from a canning plant, 
send a draft or check to cover 
half the purchase price, then 
sell the whole on the open m ar­ 
ket and disappear without pay­ 
ing the balance. It was said th at 
he engineered a deal in toma­ 
toes in Rush county in which he 
paid 9 0 cents to $1.05 a case and 
then sold them on the market 
in Chicago for 85 cents in good 
money. 
After each deal he was said to 
have changed the name of his 
firm and moved to a new place.

Orville Wright, the first m an to 
fly, was the center of an inter­ 
national celebration in observ­ 
ance of the twenty-fifth anniver­ 
sary of m an’s first flight. Scores 
of hardy seafaring folk who live 
along these sandy shores 
anx­ 
iously awaited the return oi the 
m an whom they regarded 
as 
“fdolhardy but 
harmless” 
a 
quarter of a century ago. 
The four living witnesses 
of 
the Wright Brothers’ first flights 
here, 25 years ago today, related 
incidents from their memory of 
the first flight. 
Three of the men, John 
T 
Daniels, W. S. Dough, and A. D. 
Etheridge, are now past 50 years 
of age, and their graying hair 
and ruddy faces tell the story ol 
hardy early lives as members of 
the Kill Devil hills 
life-saving 
crew. The fourth living specta­ 
tor of the first flight, John Moore 
was only 18 years old on 
th at 
cold December morning 25 years 
ago today, when 
the 
Wrights 
asked the life saving crew to aid

The store that 
adv ertises is a progressiv e store that has some­ 
thin g worth while to say to you. They believ e 
in their products an d the serv ice they ren der. 
You can safely share their con fiden ce. 


CRITICISM WITHOUT THOUGHT 
If the most good is to be deriv ed from school 
v isits of paren ts an d other patron s, the school 
should hav e the ben efit of an y suggestion s or 
criticism they may hav e to offer. 
The public 
schools are a co-operativ e en terprise, an d to ob­ 
tain the best results, we should all be thin kin g 
an d workin g on plan s for their improv emen t. 
It might seem presumptious for one who has 
n ot been in a school buildin g sin ce he graduated, 
to offer a criticism of a school teacher or execu­ 
tiv e, but sin ce school authorities always in v ite 
an expression of sen timen t regardin g the con ­ 
duct of the schools, patron s may feel free to say 
what they wish. 
The Paren t-Teachers’ Association will offer 
a good outlet for such expression s, an d ev ery 
well-wisher of the schools is hopin g that a re­ 
n ewed in terest will be taken in this organ iza­ 
tion . It can be made a forum for discussion of 
school problems in an in telligen t way, with the 
en tire elimin ation of person alities, an d with only 
one aim—school bettermen t. 
An d 
in 
offering criticism, school patron s 
should n ot do so in the spirit of fin din g fault, 
because such methods will n ot build up, but will 
tear down the school morale. 
Criticism giv en 
on ly with the best in terests o£ the schools in 
min d will be of some v alue. 


WHY MARRIED WOMEN WORK 
We hav e heard a great deal in recen t years 
about the married woman who keeps on workin g 
outside the home. To some men she is a men ­ 
ace—a person who works when she % does n ot 
hav e to, an d thereby depriv es some bread-win ­ 
n er of a n eeded job. To some social observ ers 
she is a “sign of the-tim es”—a restless person 
who takes a job because her home does n ot sat­ 
isfy her n eed for activ ity. 
A bulletin just issued by Mary An derson , di­ 
rector of the Women ’s Bureau of the Departmen t 
of Labor, shed a new an d in terestin g light on the 
subject. 
In 189 0 on ly on e married woman out of 22 
in the Un ited States had a job outside the hbme. 
In 19 20 the proportion was one of out 11. Sin ce 
19 20 it un doubtedly has risen still further; an d 
n on e of the figures in cludes widows, div orcees 
or women separated from their husban ds. 
So much for the in crease in the n umber of 
married women wage earn ers: 
Why do they do it? 
“The'n um ber of married women who work 
solely because they do n ot like to stay at home or 
because they desire to follow some chosen occu­ 
pation is so n egligible as to be scarcely worth 
con siderin g,” says the report. 
Most of them, it poin ts out, are workin g be­ 
cause their husban ds are 
n ot 
makin g quite 
en ough to support the family in comfort. 
A 
surv ey made by the Bureaif of Statistics a few 
years ago, cov erin g 12,000 families in 9 2 Ameri­ 
can cities an d town s, showed an av erage yearly 
expen se for these families of $1434. 
The hus­ 
ban ds of these families, on the other han d, had 
an av erage yearly in come of $1349 
Un der such circumstan ces it is n ot surpris­ 
in g that man y married women are at work for 
wages. 
The high-flown talk in magazin es an d 
elsewhere 
about 
a 
“restless 
gen eration ” 
of 
youn g married women is little more than empty 
talk. The av erage married woman who takes a 
job outside her home does so because she has to.

PROPOSAL 
(Kokomo Tribun e) 
Out in Californ ia, a formida­ 
ble organ ization 
of 
citizen s 
kn own as the Californ ia Dev elop­ 
men t Association, has 
recom­ 
men ded a chan ge in the law of 
that common wealth relatin g to 
the “mixin g of liquor an d gaso­ 
lin e.” 
The chan ge, which is

by a fine an d a period in jail, 
to operate a mootr v ehicle after 
imbibin g an alcoholic bev erage, 
regardless of the degree of in ­ 
toxication produced.

The proposal is the subject of 


much commen t, most of which 
is to the effect th at it is un like­ 
ly to receiv e serious con sidera- 
ion by the legislature, as it 
is 
practically certain such a 
law 
would in v ite 
n ullification 
to 
such a degree that real offen ders 
would escape ev en more readily 
than is now possible. 
The proposal 
is 
importan t, 
howev er, because of the 
im­ 
pressiv e way it lays emphasis on 
the crux of the drun xen driv er 
problem—the difficulty of prov ­ 
in g in toxication , it would seem 
that there can be n o equitable 
an d satisfactory solution of this 
problem un til some mean s has 
been dev ised 
of 
determin in g 
con clusiv ely at the time of ar­ 
rest whether or n ot a driv er is 
sufficien tly in toxicated to be un ­ 
fit to operate a car. 
In the mean time, howev er, the 
authorities ev erywhere 
should 
see to it th at in cases 
where

Crust Of Ea rth Ad justs Itself 
To Ma sseè Of Mississip p i Silt 


Washing ton (JP)—The Missis­ 
sippi riv er has been dumping be­ 
tween 300 and 400 million tons 
of silt onto the crust of 
the 
earth in a relativ ely small area 
at its mouth for hundreds 
ot 
y ears. 
Under the scientific 
theory 
that this crust is a relativ ely 
brittle mass 
about 
65 or 
7 5 
miles thick floating on a dense, 
y ielding substance, the piling of 
such weig ht at one point could 
be ex pected to cause a 
sev ere 
strain and, ev entually , a crack 
with its attendant earthquake 
shocks. 
Apparently , howev er, it 
does 
nothing of the sort, Instead, ev i­ 
dence g athered by Dr. F. A. Ven- 
ing Meinesz, noted Dutch g eo­ 
desist, and the American mem­ 
bers of the recent nav y scienti­ 
fic ex pedition in the submarine 
S-21, indicates that the crust has 
been able to adjust itself to this 
burden almost 
perfectly 
and 
maintain its equilibrium. 
This conclusion is based 
on 
the finding that the force 
of 
g rav ity in the reg ion 
affected 
does not depart materially from 
that which mig ht be considered 
normal. If a stress 
ex isted 
at 
that point, ex perts ex plain, the 
g rav itational pull would be no- 


j ticeably stron ger than n ormal.

The observ ation s were 
made 
with apparatus dev ised b># Dr. 
Meinesz to permit the measure­ 
men t of grav ity with 
swin gin g 
pen dulums at sea. The American 
observ ers in cluded Dr. Fred

ton , which in v ited Dr. Meinesz to 
take part in the expedition , an d 
Elmer B. Collins, sen ior scien tist 
of the hydrographic office of the 
n av y.

Paraguayan forces has been de- 
creed. The classes affected are 
those between 18 and 29 years of 
age.

Both chambers 
of parliament being in recess, 
the decree was read befere the 
council of ministers by President 
Guggiari. The action was de- 
scribed as being considered ne- 
cessary to provide for defense. 


Before the decree was made 


public, advices from the Para- 
guayan forces in the border re- 
gion of Chaco, stated that Boli- 
vians had seized four forts, three 
of which were later reoccupied 
by Paraguayan troops. The com- 
mander said that six Paraguay- 
an soldiers had been killed in 
the encounter, ,as well as two 
Bolivian officers, many Bolivian 
soldiers and uniformed Indians. 
The ministry of war also an- 


nounced in an official bulletin 
that a Bolivian airplane had 
dropped four bombs while flying 
over Bahia Negra, none of which 
exploded. Bahia Negra, which is 
also known as Puerto Pacheco, is 
in the disputed territory, about 
350 miles north of Asuncion and 
the Paraguay river.

A bulletin just issued by Mary Anderson, di- 


rector of the Women's Bureau of the Department 
of Labor, shed a new and interesting Ufht on the 
subject. 


In 1890 only one married woman out of 22 


in the United States had a job outside the home. 
In 1920 the proportion was one of out 11. Since 
1920 it undoubtedly has risen 'still further; and 
none of the figures includes widows, divorcees 
or women separated from their husbands. 


So much for the increase in the number of 


married women wage earners: 


Why do they do it? 
"The* number of married women who work 


solely because they do not like to stay at home or 
because they desire to follow some chosen occu- 
pation is so negligible as to be scarcely -worth 
considering," says the report. 


Most of them, it. points out, are working be- 


'cause their husbands are not making quite 


enough to support the family in comfort. A 
survey made by the Bureau* of Statistics a few 
years ago, covering 12,000 families in 92 Ameri- 
can cities and towns, showed an average yearly 
expense for these families of $1434. The hus- 
bands of these families, on the other hand, had 
an average yearly income of $1349. 


Under such circumstances it is not surpris- 


ing that many married women are at work for 
wages. The high-flown talk in magazines and 
elsewhere about a "restless generation" of 
young married women is little more than empty 
talk. The average married woman who takes a 
job outside her home does so because she has to.

(Kokomo Tribune) 


Out in California, a formida- 


ble organization 
of 
citizens 


known as the California Develop-, 
ment Association, has 
recom- 


mended a change in the law of 
that commonwealth relating to 
the -mixing of liquor and gaso- 
line." 
The change, which is to be 


sought at the next meeting of 
the California legislature, would 
make it an offense punishable 
by a fine and a period in jail, 
to operate a mootr vehicle after 
imbibirig an alcoholic beverage, 
regardless of the degree of in- 
toxication produced. 


It is admitted by those spon- 


soring the proposed change that 
they have been moved to sug- 
gest it by the fact that so many 
drunken drivers escape punish- 
ment because of the difficulty oi 
proving intoxication—a difficul- 
ty having its chief source in the 
variance of opinion among doc- 
tors and jurors. 


The proposal is the subject of 


much comment, most of which 
is to the effect that it is unlike- 
ly to receive serious considera- 
aon by the legislature, as-it is 
practically certain such a 
law 


would invite 
nullification1 
to 


such a degree that real offenders 
would escape even more readily 
than is now possible. 


The proposal is 
important, 


however, because of the 
im- 


pressive way it lays emphasis on 
the crux of the drunKeri driver 
problem—the difficulty of prov-x 
ing intoxication. It would seem 
that there can be no equitable 
and satisfactory solution of this 
problem until some means has 
been devised 
of . determining
